_ Seven districts have already been helped, and four more have ap- 
plied for aid.

COMMENTS. 


The balance as shown in the treasurer’s report would indicate a 
good suin eft over. ‘There are many outstanding vouchers.— The 
real balance will be very small. The County Superintendent’s sala- 
ry has noi been paid, as he never presents it until the teachers have 
their moucy. It has been for six years 4 per cent of the cancellation 
making seuerally $500. For many years it was about $30. 


Teachers will notice that a most liberal salary list has been made 
for 1912. It is gratifying to the people of the County that the per 
centage of attendance has grown within ten years fron 29 per cent. 
to 50 per cent., making Watauga almost the banner county in the 
State. Let every one work a little harder and our county will come 
to the front. 

To recapitulate: 

(a) The school property has grown from $5,000 to $20,000. 

(b) The attendance has steadily increased from 29 per cent. to 
50 per cent. of the entire census. 

(c) Many teachers in the County have a high school education 

(d) There are 26 rural libraries and six supplementary libraries

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The Loan Fund Bill. 


A Bill to be Entitled An Act to Authorize The County 
Board of Education of Watauga County to 
Establish a Permanent Loan Fund. 


The General Assembly of North Carolina do enact: 

Section 1. The county board of education of Watauga County is 
hereby authorized and empowered to set apart as a permanent loan 
fund for the building and improvement of school houses all monies 
arising from fines, forfeitures, and penalties, in any instance amoun- 
ting to moré than one hundred dollars,now in the hands of the coun- 
ty treasurer of said county belonging to the public school fund of 
the county. 

Section 2. Loans made uncer the provisions of this chapter shall 
be payable in ten instalments, shall bear interest at four percentum 
payable annually, and shall be evidenced by the rote of the school 
committee of the district for which any loan may be made, executed 
by the chairman and secretary of said committee, and deposited with 
the county board of education of said county. ‘The first instalment 
of such loan, together with the interest on the whole amount then 
due, shall be paid by the said school committee on the first Monday 
in January after the first Monday of Iuly subsequently tothe making 
of such loan, and the remaining instalments, together with the inter- 
est, shall be paid one each year on the first Monday of January of © 
each subsequent year until all shall have’ been paid. 

Section 3. Any amount loaned under the provisions of this act 


shall be a lien upon the total public school funds of the district re- 
ceiving such loan; and the county board of education at the July meet- 


ing before any instalment shall be due on the following first Monday 
of January shall set apart out of the school funds due any district re- 


ceiving a loan under the provisions of this act, an amount sufficient 
to pay such instalment and interest tobe due, which amount so set a- 


part shall not be subject to the order of said committee except for the 
specific purpose of paying the instalment and interest to be due. The 
county superintendent shall not have authority to counters'gn ary 
order of the school committee of such district for the disbursement of 
this amount so set apart except for the purpose of paying the instal- 
ment and interest. | 

Section 4. The county koard of education shall have authority to 
keep on deposit in one or more banks of their selection all or any 
part of this fund that may remain on hand not loaned, ata rate of 
interest not less than four per centum, and all interest arising therce- 
from shall become a part of this permanent loan fund. 


Section 5. All laws and clauses of laws in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 6. This act shall be in force and effect from and after its 
ratification. : 

It will be seen from reading the above bill that only the forfeiture 
of the Banner Bond could be used for the Loan Fund. 

The Bond was $8,000. It was all paid. The Solicitor got $400. 
ihe Glerk, $400, ‘The net amount turned over to the Fund, there- 
fore, was $7;200. 

The first thing to do was to get the right start, we had the notes 
written, aud approved by the ‘Attorney Generel, printed by E. M. 
Uzell & Co., Raleigh. -Assoon as this could be done, the Board of 
Hducation annonnced that they were ready for applications. They 
authorized the treasurer to put $5,000 in the Watauga County Bank 
at not 4 percent., but 6 percent. $2,200 was deposited in the same 
bank, subject to check, at 4 per cent. on the daily balance. Every 
safeguard has. been thrown around this Loan Fund that it shall nev- 
er be lost, but used for our own people. 
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
